Eligible members shall be any person 18 years of age or older whose primary place of residence is within the NPU-M 
designated area or a representative of any corporation, organization, institution, or agency which owns property or has a 
place of business or profession within NPU-M designated area (Article II, Sec. II.1). All eligible members shall have one (1) 
vote without attendance requirements, dues payments or any other limitation (Article IV, Section IV.1).
